H. CRIMINAL RECORD 

The subject's FBI record, under number 559718, 
reveals he was arrested Aprii 1, 1932 by thè Chicago Police 
Department on generai principles, no disposition given. 

The subject was also arrested August 24, 1934, under 
alias JOE DELANO, by thè Milwaukee Police Department for 
violation of thè U. S. Internai Revenue Law. Disposition 
shows he was turned over to Federai Agents August 25, 1934. 

On March 16, 1970, IC |obtained a b?c 

copy of thè subject's record from thè Bureau ox Records and 
Communications, Chicago Police Department, which indicated 
numerous arrests between January 6, 1918, at which time thè 
subject served 60 days in thè House of Correction for 
vagrancy and August, 1949, when he was charged with being 
drunk. Many of these arrests were for generai principles 
and resulted in small fines or dismissals , however, he was 
arrested December 16, 1919 for assault to commit murder, 
but it was r everseci by thè Supreme Court.

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III. CRIMINAL ACTIVITY 


A review of thè Chicago files contained thè 
following information: 

DOMINICK NUCCIO is a member of thè "3 Doms" 
and is thè former head of thè old Gloriana Gang of 
Itàlian run rummers which, during 1926, skrrm^shed with 
thè gang headed by DION O’BANION. NUCCIO, along with 
VINCENT DUCCI, EARL WEISS and GEORGE "BUGS" MORAN, banded 
together to exterminate thè CAPONE Mob and on September 
22, 1926 they machine-gunned thè headquarters of thè CAPONE 
gang at thè Anton and Hawthorn Hotels in Cicero. One of 
thè cars used in this skirmish was registered to JOSEPHINE 
NUCCIO, wife of DOMINICK NUCCIO. By 1931, NUCCIO was 
absorbed into thè CAPONE organization. NUCCIO, along with 
DOMINICK BRANCATO and DOMINICK DI BELLA, were considered 
suspeets in thè killing of LAWRENCE "DAGO" MANGANO during 
August, 1944. He is also believed to have been implicated 
in thè gang killing of VINCENT BENEVENTO and NICK DE JOHN. 
During July, 1949, NUCCIO was released by thè Sydicate from 
control of gambling on thè north side and was replaced by 
JOEY MACK. The ,! 3 Doms” had now taken over control of 
gambling in thè 3.8th Police District commanded by Captain 
THOMAS KELLY and were operating from NUCCIO's room (Room 602, 
North Park Hotel, 1936 North Clark Street, Chicago ). 

NUCCIO also had intersts at thè Rip Tide Cocktal Lounge, 

935 North Rush. 

The records of thè Chicago Crime Commission also 
reflected that in ROSS PRIO’s organization are old standbys 
such as thè ”3 Doms”, DOMINICK NUCCIO, DOMINICK BRANCATO, 
and DOMINICK DI BELLO. 

DOMINICK NUCCIO was arrested on September 6, 1933, 
on generai prinicples. NUCCIO was described as age 37, 
white male, short (up to 5'6”0, brown hair, brown eyes, 
two small brown moles outer corner left eye, and one small 
mole left check. The arrest number was C37583. 

A review of thè Chicago files also reveals that 
thè Innuendo Lounge, 1220 North Clark Street, Chicago, 
was operated by DOMINICK NUCCIO in 1946. At that time he 
was also known as "LIBBY" and was thè reported gambling 

boss of north Clark Street. 
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A review of thè Chicago files revealed that 
NUCCIO is a notorious member of thè organized crime 
element in Chicago, and has made a place for himself in 
thè history of crime in Chicago. He was reportedly 
born in thè north side Italian ghetto area and became 
involved in bootlegging during thè Prohibition. He 
allegedly got involved in thè beer wars and along with 
"BUGS" MORAN was involved in thè machinegunning of 
AL CAPONE's headquarters in Cicero. However, when MORAN 
later was killed NUCCIO joined up with CAPONE’s 
organization and operated under that auspicious. After 
prohibition was repealed NUCCIO obtained taverns in thè 
near north side of Chicago where he became involved with 
DOMINICK BRANCATO and DOMINICK Di: BELLA , in gambling, 
extortion and juice racketeering. In 1944 thè subject's 
wife was allegedly raped by an off-duty sailor , who was 
charged with thè offense. Just before thè sailor went 
to trial he was shot down in thè vicinity of Lincoln 
Park and DOMINICK BRANCATO was arrested for thè murder. 
However, no one was convicted because of lack of evidence. 

It was reported that thè bulk of thè subject's 
income carne from controlling "wirerooms" and "walk-in 
books” in thè north side of Chicago. During thè early 1950s 
he was also known to operate wirerooms in Miami, Florida 
during thè winter.

On December 30, 1968, CG T-6 advised that DOMINICK 
BRANCATO is in Los Angeles and DOMINICK NUCCIO is in Miami.

thè Chicago Family ''LCN" for past Services. BRANCATO is a 
horse betting degenerate, who can daily be found at thè 
Chicago race tracks, frequently in thè company of thè subject.
